NATURE TURNS THE TABLES 

A few days ago the Ottawa Journal ob- 
served with evident satisfaction: “When it 
comes to jumping the price of wheat, grass- 
hoppers and drought are much more potent 
than experts and conferences. Thus with hot 
winds blowing prairie farms away and grass- 
hoppers hatching in millions, wheat in Chicago 
and Winnipeg soared to new heights. And 
while the new heights may not be so high 
compared with what we used to know when 
the Wheat Pools had their thumbs in their 
vests, they look mighty high at a time when 
small mercies are received thankfully.”: 

The Journal is right, of course, as to the 
Superiority of drought and grasshoppers as 
crop curtailers. When it comes to really pre- 
venting wealth production on the farm they 
have our eighteenth century governments, 
scarcity economists, and destitution propa- 
gandists backed out of the ring.

Suppose they are, or suppose they were, 
and not the leaders only, but every man, 
woman and child among the victims of unem- 
ployment there. What has that to do with the 
case? 

Communists need food like other people, 
and clothing and shelter and fuel. And so far 
as known the Drumheller strikers are not ask- 
ing to be supplied with these things for nothe 
ing. They are asking to be given larger allow- 
ances in return for more work. 

Where is the crime in that, since the advanc- 
ing cost of living makes the present scale of 
allowances insufficient? If there is not more 
work in sight for them to do, that is not their

fault. If the Government has not enough money 
left to grant increased allowances, after pay- 
ing full good-time interest rates on provin- 
cial bonds, the strikers are not responsible 
for the fact that the Government puts the 
claims of money ahead of the claims of 
humanity. 

Suppose they are Communists, what of that? 
We have not yet set up an inquisition in this 
province and decided that relief claims shall 
be weighed according to the political opinions 
of the destitute. If Communists at Drumheller 
or elsewhere resort to violence, they can and 
should be dealt with accordingly. So long as 
their only “offence” is that they are in need, 
they should get the same consideration shown 
to U.F.A. members, Liberals and Conserv- 
atives who are in the same plight, with no 
attempt to discount their needs or obscure their 
deserts by allusion to their political views. 

The point to remember is that it is not 
communism that is on trial in Alberta, but 
capitalism. And unless we can show the Com- 
munist that he is as well off, or better off, 
under capitalism than he would be under com- 
munism, nothing can be gained, and unlimited 
damage can be done by giving him reason to 
think and say that he is being ostracized and his 
family penalized because he is a Communist.

| The first one, Nicholson says, Curzon laughed 
| at and denied its authenticity. It was about an 
occasion when he saw a number of British 
| Tommies taking an impromptu bath in a brew- 
ery vat in Flanders. When he saw the naked 
Tommies disporting themselves in the steam, 
he is reported to have remarked: “Dear me, 
I had no conception that the lower classes had 
such white skins.” 

The second one Curzon admitted, and re- 
lished the humor of it when it was explained 
to him. A cabinet committee met under Cur- 
zon’s chairmanship to consider the official 
celebration of the Armistice. Ministers present 
had recollections of the particular sort of horse- 
play and merriment that marked the lifting of 
the Seige of Mafeking—a kind of jollification 
that has enriched the language with the word 
“mafficking.” 

It was felt that a more sober form of cele- 
| bration must be observed in view of the suffer- 
| ing endured in the Great War, and that the

Anyone who glances over medical books will 
be impressed with the fact that a large number 
of diseases are contagious. You may have been 
quarantined yourself, or know of friends who 
have been, This idea that disease is catching 


is often brought out in magazines devoted to 
health, in books, and in the 
daily papers. 

When we have so much 
attention brought to the fact 
that disease is contagious, one 
sometimes wonders whether 
or not health is not also con- 
tagious. Of course it is! 
Health is one of the most 
“Catching” states of being. 
Whenever you come close to 
a, person in glorious health 
you immediately get a feeling 
of vigor, strength, power, energy and life, and 
immediately you feel more alive and healthy 
yourself and have a desire to make yourself 
better. 

Health is even more “catching” than disease 
for we can only become infected with disease 
when the resistance is low, but we can almost 
always take on a little more health. One book 
on psychology states that no one is afraid of too 
much health, It is impossible to conceive of too 
much health. The more health you have, the 
better and the more you will inspire others. 
If you are really on tip-toe with abundant 
health, other people will be attracted to you. 
They cannot help it. Health attracts because it 
is good, it is the natural condition. 

Some people fear a crowd on account of the 
idea of catching disease germs, yet there is 
always some person in every crowd who has 
every evidence of health, that is, a good skin, 
clear eyes, a Vigorous body and a good-natured 
smile. His health is contagious. 

Allow yourself to become thoroughly infect-

| ed with health instead of thinking that you are 
| contracting disease. 


Substitute the positive 
Suggestion to yourself that you are enjoying 
health. Be healtlfy, yourself, so that you “give 
it to others.” Think about health—hold the 
idea of perfect health in your mind; talk about 
health—find out from healthy people what 
makes them healthy. “And in the degree that 
you realize this wholesomeness, this abounding 
health and strength in yourself, you will carry 
it to all with whom you come in contact, for 
we must remember that health is contagious as 
well as diseases.” This is from a very excellent 
book by Ralph Trine, called “In Tune with the 
Infinite.” The same idea is brought out in a 
book entitled “The Essentials of Healthful Liv- 
ing,” by Sadler, when he writes: “Disease, gen- 
erally speaking, has to be cultivated, but 
HEALTH IS CONTAGIOUS.” 

Another invigorating thought is brought out 
in the book by Dr. Joseph Lobel called “Why 
Be Afraid?” “People will simply infect them- 
selves with health instead of disease. Health 
will become an epidemic in the world and let 
us hope that it will remain contagious.” 

An epidemic of health! Now there is an up- 
lifting idea for you to think about. Imagine 
an epidemic of overflowing health sweeping 
over the world, infecting millions, spreading to 
every town and city. It is said that one person 
with an infectious disease will start an epidemic 
which will fly over a whole city. Why not start 
your own epidemic of health? Try to be 
healthful and give healthful vibrations to 
everyone you meet. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Miss E. G., Quebec, writes: “I 
am troubled with little white pimples which 
form under the skin around my eyes. What 
shall I do?” 

ANSWER: The small white pimples which 
you describe are what are known as “white- 
heads.” Whiteheads are usually caused by the 
use of too much fat and oily foods, and 1 would 
advise you to eliminate such foods from your 
diet for a time to see how much you will be able 
to improve. A good treatment is to apply hot 
compresses to the face and follow by massage 
with a good cold cream. 

QUESTION: From K. A. of Baton Rouge: 
“My brother has pellagra and I would like to 
know something about the disease.” 

ANSWER: Pellagra is more common in the 
southern states and is a disorder of the skin 
and mucous membranes first, and of the ner- 
vous system second. The mouth is inflamed, 
there is a typical redness of the skin, poor appe- 
tite and in some cases, mental derangement. 
The main cause of pellagra is a diet lacking in 
vitamin B2 which has also been named vitamin 
G. This substance is lacking in divitalized corn 
meal, white flour, ete. 

QUESTION: Mr. S. G. writes: “Could you 
please tell me the meaning of allergic diseases? 
My son has a tendency to a skin rash and the 
doctor says it is the result of allergy, but I do 
not know what this means.” 

ANSWER: The exaggerated  sensitiveness 
which some individuals develop toward certain 
foods is called allergy and refers to an extreme 
reaction to foods which are wholesome to 
others. I have recently prepared an article on 
this subject called “Allergic Diseases,” and I 
will be pleased to send this to you.

SMALL PROFITS 

Editor Bulletin: The article in 
today's Bulletin dealing with the 
question of the profit on the sale 
of ice cream by the retail mer- 
chants of our city, and the prcs- 
pects of taking the question of 
sale of “double-headers” to the 
provincial department of trade, is 
one of great interest to others 
besides those engaged in the con- 
fectionery business, as it opens a 
door which has been shut tight 
for many years. I refer to the to- 
bacco trade. 

Do the people of Canada know 
how small the profits are on the 
sale of cigarettes, cigars and to- 
bacco”? Maybe they think that the 
retailer of these commodities gets 


as big a percentage as that dis- 
closed recently at the Ottuwa in- 
vestigation, but let me. assure 
them that it is not so. 

Cigarettes the tailor-made 
ones; what a profit! Serve 20 
customers each with a package of 
cigarettes at 25c each. What is the 
profit? The large sum of 66c. A 
profit of three and a small frac- 
tion of a cent per 26c sale. And 
this minute percentage of retaii 
profit spreads over all sized sales. 
And sales of the 10c size are in 
the majority: Cigarette makings, 
and also smoking tobacco, ore on 
the same ratio. Cigars allow a 
trifle more, but that is balanced 
by the small sales and low price 
of article. 

The manufacturers are very 
good to the storekeepers in the 
business on a large scale A sub- 
stantial discount is allowed those 
who purchase sufficient at one 
time to allow them the benefit cf 
the “direct list.” 

But what about the small deal- 
ers (and they are many)? Will 
the department of trade give this 
matter the once over?

MILK PRICES 

Editor Bulletin: It's time milk 
prices ‘were reduced to the sum- 
mer level. Here it is the middle 
of the summer season and we are 
still paying winter prices for milk. 
The Bulletin carried a news item 
a short time ago stating that milk 
prices had been discussed at a 
meeting attended by representa- 
tives of the three big dairies and 
the milk producers’ association, 
together with the board of public 
utilities commissioners. The dair- 
ies apparently are willing to re- 
duce the city retail price to 11 
quarts for the dollar, if they can 
maintain their prefits by passing 
the buck to the farmer, reducng 
his price 40 cents a hundred. The 
representative of the milk produc. 
ers wants the price of milk main- 
tained at its winter level all sum- 
mer on the grounds that “the 
price of feed is advancing.” Can 
you feature that? 

In the Edmonton district we 
have one of the finest dairying 
districts in the world; abundant 
water supplies, the whole country 
dotted with lakes and streams, 
and even wild land and the road- 
sides covered with luscious grass 
a foot high—yet the milk produc- 
ers representative wants winter 
prices for milk all summer, “be- 
cause feed prices are advancing.” 

And apparently the Board of 
Utilities Commissioners awoke 
from their lethargy long enough 
to swallow the whole story, hook, 
line and sinker; and we're still 
paying winter prices for milk.

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The Case For Railway Unification 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


The address on this subject delivered by Mr. E. W. Beatty, 
K.C,, L.L.D., president of the Canadian Pacific Railway before 
the Canadian Political Science Association, is open to fair crit- 
icism; and on most of the conclusions reached by Mr. Beatty to 
direct contradiction for two reasons. 


First, the address is silent on results in the United States. Both 
the C.P.R. and the C.N.R. have great railway properties in the 
United States. Had Mr. Beatty been able to show that the rail- 
way properties of his company in the United States, being free of 
all Canadian political influences, were really making money, he 
would have had a firm basis for some of his conclusions. 


But as these properties; the Soo line; the Wisconsin Central; 
the Duluth South Shore and Atlantic, and their branch lines; 
being always under the intelligent private management for which 
Mr. Beatty pleads, and also free from government competition, 
are, to put it mildly, not in a position to be quoted as examples of 
success under private management, most of Mr. Beatty's conclu- 
sions as to the benefits of private management go by the board. 


Secondly, the address while dealing at length and in detail 
with what Canada has done in the past, is absolutely silent on 
what Canada is doing today. The truth is that it is the present 
political trade policy in Canada which has wrecked both railway 
systems as regards earning power. Mr. Beatty must know what 
the high tariff policy has done to the railways; his address makes 
no mention of it. This is a most notable omission. 


Under the effect of the present high tariff the producers of 
Canada were given the impossible task of selling in world mar- 
kets at world prices and buying in the most highly protected 
market in the civilized world (with the exception of the United 
States), The fact that there has been brought about widespread 
ruin both in Canada and the United States is more than a mere 
coincidence. It is the inevitable consequence of strangling com- 
merce. in an attempt to create wealth by the special privilege 
route, The inexorable laws of trade did the rest; and the two 
richest nations in the world are in dire distress and turmoil, be- 
cause they continue the attempt to fight the world-governing 
laws of trade by legislation, explanation, and high tariff 


The remedy both for the nations and for the railways consists 
in re-opening the gates of commerce internationally by tariff 
reform; in opening the great Peace River empire to settlement and 
development by ‘mmediate railway extension to Finlay Forks at 
a cost of about ten million dollars thereby making provision for 
a major movement of population; and in re-organizing our finan- 
cial structure so as to increase currency in circulation up to an 
amount adequate to meet the commercial needs of the nation and 
to thaw out the billions unproductively frozen up in public debt 
s0 that these billions may be used in productive and constructive 
Canadian enterprises. 


Whether we like it or not there is no other way out. The 
fact that our Canadian population has remained stationary in 
numbers within two or three millions for the last 50 years is 
due to the fact that our political game beats the individual. We 
have to remove the special privilege load before the individual 
can prosper and the population increase. 


Not even Mr. Beatty's ability can breathe life into the dead 
body of a national commerce assassinated by special privilege. 
The present urgent duty upon the parliament of Canada is to 
remove all political and special privilege hindrances in the way 
of the growth of a new Canadian commerce. The obligation is 
constructive and is not aided by any analysis of unfortunate hap- 
penings of the past. The evils of the present call out for direct 


remedy.

Ko Ishii, “fapanste Envoy 
to Canada, Outlines Dif. 
ficult Situation Facing) 


His Nation. 


“It is almost impossible for the 
Canadian people to imagine the 
difficult problem with which 
Japan is faced in regard to her 
population question,” stated Ko 
Ishil, Japanese consul to Canada, 
in an interview with the Edmon- 
ton Bulletin at the Macdonald 
hotel Monday morning. “We have 
six times the population of Can- 
ada with only one-twenty-fifth 
the territory. The only solution 
to the problem is industrializa- 
tion of Japen. Whether or rot 
this is possible is difficult to say, 
but last year at the Pacific Rela- 
tions Conference held in the Banff | 
Springs hotel, the committee 
which made a careful study of 
this question came to the con- 
clusion that it would be pos- 
sible. 

The industrial capital per laborer 
is at the present time very small, 
whereas it can be increased in an 


committee last year. Dr, Gregor,-,| 
the eminent English economist, was 
la member of this committee.” 
“Emigration is no solution to 
our problem because the population 
| of Japan is increasing by a million 


| people a year and they could not | 


possibly be transported by steam- 
ship to other countries, Other 
countries moreover are closing their | 
doors to Japanese emigrants.” } 

“What is the basis of the animos- 
wy between United States and} 
Japan, or is there any real animos- 
ity between the two countries?” | 
asked the reporter.

Shoots 293 for 72 Holes to 
Beat Sarazen by Single

MERION CRICKET CLUB,| 
PHILADELPHIA, June 11—| 
Swarthy Olin Dutra, 33-year-old 
Californian of Portuguese extrac- 
tion, wore the mantle of United 
States open golf king today after 
shooting from the rear Saturday to 
overhaul a pack of faltering pace- 
setters in the final drive. He had 
been so ill during the past few 
weeks that he doubted his ability 
to withstand the tournament strain. 
The last man to finish in the en- 
tire field in the 38th National tour- 
nament, Dutra came from behind 
to whip Gene Sarazen, stocky for- 
mer champion, by a single stroke, 
294 to 293 for the regulation 72 
holes. 


TRIO TRIED FOR THIRD 

Three others were deadlocked an- 
other stroke back at 295 in one of 
the most dramatic finishes in the 
history of the championship and 
the closest since 1920, when giant 
Ted Ray of England beat out four 
rivals by one stroke. 

For a man who carries his medi- 
cine around with him for emerg- 
encies and confessed to having lost 
20 pounds from a s¢rious siege of 
amoebic dysentery this spring, 
Dutra played like a sharpshooter | 
the best of health as well as with 
the stoutest of skill and courage. 

Fight strokes behind the front- 
running Bobby Cruickshank at the 
end of 36 holes, and five shots back 
of Sarazen at the same stage, Dut- 
ra unfurled two sensational rounds 
Saturday to overhaul them both, 
with only four holes to go, and then 
outplay them decisively down the 
stretch. 


IMPROVED STEADILY 

Dutra posted successive rounds 
of 76-74-71-72 as he carried off the 
open crown for the first time. Sara- 
zen, making a strong bid for his 
third title, saw it fly from his 
grasp when he took a weird seven 
on the eleventh hole of the final 
round, and finished with scores of 
73-72-73-76. 

In the triple tie for third place 
were Cruickshank, the Richmond, 
Va., professional, who tossed away 
@ gorgeous chance for triumphs 
with 71-71-77-76—295; Wiffy Cox, 
the Brooklyn veteran, also the vic- 
tim of some bad luck as he carded | 
71-75-74-75—295; and  Lighthorse 
Harry Cooper of Chicago, who came 
out of the pack with one of. the 
final day's best finishes to wind 
up with 76-74-74-71—295., 


FAVORITES BEATEN 


Dutra’s victory was the climax 
of one of the most disastrous days | 
for favorites in the history of the 
championship, as one after another 
faltered and fumbled in a five-man 
wash down the stretch ,that had a| 
Ballery of nearly 5,000 spectators in | 
wild turmoil. 

Buried almost out of sight in the 
Tush was the departing champion, 
youthful Johnny Goodman, Omaha, | 
amateur, who has final rounds of 82 
and 75, a grand total of 311, 18 
strokes back of the winner and in 
a tie for forty-third place. 

Goodman did not even have the 
Satisfaction of being the low ama-| 
teur, an honor that finally went to 
Wililam Lawson Little, Jr. the 
Stanford star and new British ama- 
teur champion. Little, despite a} 
first round 83, came back Saturday | 
with 72 and 75, playing in the in-| 
spiring company of Dutra, and post- | 
ed a total of 306, one stroke better 
than Rodney Bliss, Jr Omaha's 
Other amateur favorite. 


CREAVY SMASHES RECORD 

While the leaders were fighting 
{t out in a desperate, heart-break- 
ing battle, Long Tom Creavy of 
Albany, N.Y., exploded a spectacu- 
lar 66 on his final round, four shots 
under par, as he alone achieved the 
distinction of breaking Merion’s 
‘perfect 70' for the only time in the 
tournament. This dazzling per- 
formance clipped a stroke from the 
old course record, a 67 by Clark 
Corkran, an amateur, in 1924. 

Creavy was out of the running 
when he suddenly acquired the 
championship's “hottest” touch but 
boosted himself into the money list | 
with a total of 299. The former P. 
G.A. champion had five birdies. 

Although distinctly a “dark 
horse” at the outset and even at 
the halfway stage, Dutra ctherwise 
came from the rear to win this 
tournament the way Cavalcade won 
the Kentucky Derby 


APPLIED PRESSURE 

Three shots behind Sarazen, as 
well as Cruickshank, with nine 
holes to go, Dutra applied the de- 
cisive pressure. While the trio of 
stars ahead of him began to skid 
Olin shot the first six holes of the 
incoming route in two under par, a 
stretch in which he carded 3-4-4-3- 
4-3. He sank a 10-foot putt for a 
birdie on the 10th and another of 15 
feet for a birdie three on the 15th

LONDON, Sune 11.—Anxiety of 
other big wheat exporters over 
the attitude of Argentina to the 
London wheat pact turned into 
open alarm Sunday as evidence 
accumulated that the Argentine, 
to all intents and purposes, has 
thrown the ‘pact overboard. 

Under the pact signed in August 
last year, Argentine, Canada, Aus- 
‘ tralia and the United States agreed | 
to keep their wheat exports in the 
crop year ending July 31 next, to a} 
definite limit.

Argentina now has actually ex- |

| ly, the Argentina government has

More seriously regarded by dele- 
gates to the world wheat advisory 
commission, which is in a state of 


suspense, is the fact that Argentina 
seems to be entirely unconcerned 


Knowing some weeks ago that Ar- 
gentina would very likely ex- 
ceed her quota, representatives 
of the other principal 
ers last month offered her a 
“loan” of about 40,000,000 bushels 
from their own export quotas. The 
Buenos Aires government has not 
even replied to this. 


Consequently, there was talk of 
a “wheat war” last night, with 
Argentina's competitors, including 
Canada. dumping stocks on the 
market, The Australians are par- 
ticularly bitter over Argentina's 
marketing methods. Always 
strongly opposed to suggestions of 
production restriction or restrict- 
ion of exports, which are much 
the same thing, the Australians 
entered into the agreement with 
the utmost reluctance. If Argen- 


tina flagrantly disregards it, the 
Australians may follow suit. 
DEMANDS ONE-THIRD 

Wheat experts understood that 


Argentina would claim one-third of 
the total world markets as her 
quota, as the price of keeping the 
agreement in existence. This report 
could not be confirmed, Other ex- 
porters plainly would be unable to 
grant this huge concession.

Anwering questicns Saturday, 
he emphasized Argentina entered 
into the international wheat 
agrecment without grezt over- 
hanging stocks.
